Hi Tom; 


While listening to your 100 Ke "birdie", tune your transmitter plate and 


grid circuits. If the birdie shifts in frequency (much more than you would 
expect from VFO frequency shift) than your problem is a spurious 
oscillation in a driver or the final. If the birdie is stable in frequency 
while tuning than it is possibly originating in the VFO itself. Coming 
from the VFO I would surmise there is a 100 Ke oscillation (possibly from 
the VR tube) modulating the VFO. If it's an oscillation modulating the VFO 
than you should have TWO birdies, one 100 Kc above and one 100 Kc below 
your VFO frequency. Likewise a 100 Kc oscillation modulating a driver or 
the final would have upper and lowwer sidebands. Snooping out a spurious 
oscillation with all of that RF around can be difficult, everything may 
have to be tried short of euthanasia. Don't euthanize yourself, BTW.

In re carbon arc lights and feeding the rods, I xthinkx there's some 
sort of function of current vs. arc size that can be used to automate the 
feed. That's from conversations with one of the two ex-theatre 
projectionists I know (one of whom now works as a sword swallower & slack 
wire artist!), and maybe it's wrong. Recall the mechanism was a little 
fussy, though not so much so that a skilled operator couldn't occasionally 
stuff a nickle in a reel ahead of the change-over point and grab some 
sleep 'til the coin fell out...! 


Will make some calls and see what the story is; usually leads to long 
conversations about Geneva mechanisms or worse. The most rabid BAer can't 
hold a candle to an old projectionist--but it's pretty nifty machinery.

When we captured German prisoners we brought them to the US for safe keeping. 
Most of the POW camps were near other Mil. instalations so as not to arrouse 
the civilian population. There was a camp near the west end of Bradley field 
in Hartford. 

Another was near Fort Monmouth. I know. I was there when I was in the 
Airforce. I joined the AF shortly after it split from the Army. As a new 
service we didn't have all the schools we needed so we were sent to some Army 
bases for schooling. They didn't have quarters for us on the main base so we 
were sent a few miles up a small road to what had been a POW camp. Single 
story cement block buildings with potbelly stoves for heat. Another fellow and 
I lucked-out there. We were the only two who knew how to properly control a 
coal fire and keep heat even all night in February. 

All we did was tend the fires. We didn't even have to carry-in the coal or 
carry out the ashes. Great duty.

Your post brought back memories of my adolesent youth. Living on the East 
coast during WW2 I saw what we had to do to try and eliminate the sky glow 
that siloetted the ships as they sailed North to NY and then to join convoys 
on there way to England. A friend of mine who was raised in Del. and NJ 
remembers standing on the beach at Atlantic City and seeing the glow of 
burning ships just over the horizon. 

Where we lived al the homes had to have blackout shades. The cars had to have 
their headlights half painted over with black paint and all the street lights 
had smaller bulbs installed. Also the street lights, which used to have those 
flat scolloped shades, had all their shades replaced with shades bent in a "U" 
shape, faceing down, and the down legs had to be positioned to shield light 
from the shore. 

This went on for miles inland. Maybe 100 or 200. All the cities were darkened. 
No extranious lights were permited. And all this was done to reduce or 
eliminate sky glow. The subs loved it when the sky was a high overcast and 
there was a full moon. 

It was as if we had done nothing at all. 

A good book to read, if you can find it, is "The Tenth Fleet". Tells alot 
about how we overcame the "U" boat menace.

You got yourself a Sparton Equasonne. Remarkably unique set indeed! 
I rescued the guts to one off a curb back in the early ‘60s that had 
given it's life for a liquor cabinet. After reassembly on its baseboard, 
used it open as my bedroom radio until I enlisted and had an antique 
radio clearance of a couple truckloads. Sparton did later make one w/ an 
RF amp on the tuning unit. The 2nd chassis beside it still had the 
broadband untuned (w/bifilar coupling xformers) RF amp/ detector/ AF. 
The long 3rd chassis behind the RF& amp houses the output amp & PS. 
Sparton started out w/ an AC electrified battery type 01A TRF using the 
unique Kellog AC lit double ended tubes, having the heater supply 
thru a double pin bakelite top cap. The Equasonne sets used 4&5 pin 
standard base tubes in a 4iHF number series that were similar to, but not 
interchangeable with, 27s & 45s.

I had an opportunity earlier this year to tour the USS Silversides, 
which is a WW-II vintage US sub that was decommissioned and brought to the 
Muskegon MI area. 

What makes this interesting is that the sub is complete. None of the 
equipment was removed. All the radio equipment is still in place, sonar 
gear, radar equipment, even the torpedoes are still in their racks 
(disarmed of course)!! 

What is even neater is that this boat is permanently docked and still 


sits in the water. They have gone to the trouble to cut in stairways fore 
and aft in the ship to ease entry and exit, but other than that, it's 
pretty much the way it was in 1943. Better still is the fact that $3.00 
get you admission to the old girl and you can either take a guided tour, or 
just wander around on your own. 

the radio room has been blocked off with plexiglass, but it's only 4 feet 
high and it clear so you can get a REAL good view of all the transmitters 
and receivers. Even the old Halli S-20 is still in it's position. This 
ship was still in use in the late sixties. I say that because the 
emergencies procedures manual is still there and dated 1967. 

Muskegon is about 160 miles north of Chicago. I'm not sure if this 
museum (that's what they call it) is open all year or not. But if you get 
in my neck of the woods, like military gear, and want to see what it's like 
to share a floating barrel with 85 other guys, you can get a first hand 
look. I guess I really should go to Chicago and tour U-505 to make a good 
comparison. Come visit before the snow gets real deep!!
